versity town, apart from his immediate 
assistants and familiars, knew he was 
ensconced in his home on the heights 
overlooking the campus. 
President Wheeler was Sn the Bast 


during the last six weeks. 
In >that 
time lie received and declined an offer i 
to take the presidency of the Massa- j 
chuaetta Institute, of technology in i 
Boston. 
He conferred with the direc- 
tors of the institute In Boston and was 
urged to accept this post. 
The place 


wotfld have paid him $15,000 a year, 
which Is $5000 more than he Is paid 
by the State of California. 


WIRED TO REGENTS. 


While In Boston Dr. Wheeler received 
by wire the resolutions which the uni- 
versty regenta adoptarl at <thelr meet- 
ing. 
The resolutions contained a eu- 
logy cf Wheeler, expressed the high es- 
teem In which he is held by the univer- 
sity authorities, praised the work he 
has done in California and expressed 
the hope that he would not seriously 
consider the Boston offer. 
In response 
to these resolutions Dr. Wheeler sent 
a message to the coast saying he had 
decided to decline the proposal of the 
Massachusetts men and remain in "Cal- 
ifornia.

heard from President Wheeler while 
he was in the East with reference 
to the Japanese Question.

AGAINST JAPANESE. 


President Wheetor declares the Jap- 
anese question here to be of much 
greater Importance than appears on 
the surface, its essence not being con- 
fined to the mere question of Japanese 
pupils in California schools nor kin- 
drea troubles. 
According to President 


Wheeler this ia the essence of the 
Japanese question: 
"It is simply whether the people of 


the Pacific Coast shall become inocu- 
lated with oriental ideas and plans of 
procedure, or whether they shall re- 
main on a truly occidental basis. Shall 
or shall not the Pacific Coast States 
suffer the same fata as Hawaii?" 
President Wheeler was reported sev- 
eral weeks ago to be the representative 
of the national civic federation, with 
authority to organize a branch of the 
federation In San Francisco.

ject of. the federation here would be to 
serve as a conciliation committee and 
to effect a settlement of Industrial con- 
ditions.

"Whatever one's calling: or busi- 
ness may be he should have some one In 
that particular line of business or pro- 
fession to look tip to. We should assim- 
ilate the opinlonn of others, we ought 
to respect their views 
"The ethical person is fre« from pas- 
sion, free from fear 
He- T/alks with up- 
right head through the haunted forest. 
The goblins of old age, the terrois of 
the sickbed should not Intimidate the 
truly ethical man. 
The ethical man Is a 
clairvoyant, he looks upon 
the world 
which to him is as a painted screen. In 
each human life there is a ray of light 
Broken and divergent as It may be, yet

Young Han Lies Helpless Across Electric

SAN RAFAEL, July 1.—Although thej 


intlre current used in operating the third 
rail system of electric cars between 
here and Sausallte* for more than ten 
minutes last night coursed through the 
body of John McAvey, a young man from 
3ah Francisco, the man still lives and Is 
able to talk, though Incoherently.

It is well to make 
a small flannel covering for the bag to 
prevent any possible danper of burning 
the ear or surrounding flrah which comes 
In contact with the rubber. 
A simple 
home method is to make a small bag of 
flannel or cotton and fill it with salt 
hops, or even sand If nothing better is at 
hand. Place the filled bag in the oven 
until it becomes well heated, then Inv it 
close to the ear 
This will have as srood 
results as the enr bag mentioned 
If the 
applications of heat affer repeated trials 
do not help the pain the other extreme— 
cold—will sometimes have the desired ef- 
fect.

OF ITALY IS DEAD 


ROME, July 1,—Count Constantino 
Nigra, dean of the Italian diplomats, 
is dead. He was born in 1828, served 
as a volunteer in the war against 
Austria In 1868 and was secretary 
of Count Cavour at the Congress of 
Paris in 1856. Subsequently he was 
appointed Minister of Sardinia 
and 
later of Italy at Paris, and September 
4, 1870, he was one of the small num- 
ber of friends of the court who gath- 
ered at the Tullleries for the prqtec- 
tion of Empress Eugenie, whom he 
did not leave until she was safe out of 
Paris.

Noted Temperance Advocate Survives long; 


Enough fo Welcome One Son, / 


Who Raced Against Death. 


LOS ANGELES, July 
1.—Francis 


Murphy, the noted temperance advo- 
cate, died at 10:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning at the home of his- daughter, 
Mrs. 
Wayland Trask, In St, Andrews' 


place. 
Mr. Murphy, who was severity- 


one years old, has been in falling health 
for some time and death was the result 
of numerous ilia attendant upon old 
age. 


Edward Murphy, the second son of 
the Blue Ribboner, arrived from Phila- 
delphia Saturday night, winning in a 
race against death across the continent, 
and was in time to greet his father once 
more and. to hear the dying man's 
words of welcome. Three other sons, 
William Murphy of Willamsburg, Va., 
Robert Murphy of Johnstown, Pa., 
Lieutenant-Governor of Pennsylvania, 
and John F. Murphy of Philadelphia, 
arrived In Los Angeles last night. 
They had lost In the race where Ed- 
ward had won. 
For an hour preceding death Dr. J. 


H. Davidson had his finger on the dy- 
ing man's pulse. Around the deainbed 
were grouped Edwaid Murphy, Mrs. 
Wajland Trask, her son and daughter, 
and Mrs Francis J Holmes, ano her 
daughter of the great lecturer 


It was Francis Murphy s \\ ish to livr> 
one hundred veais because he felt lha 
he %\as helping to make heaven on 
earth In thousands of homes by his 
efforts to get men to abstain from tho 
liquor habit. 


OF IRISH BFRTH. 


Francis Murphy was born In Targoat, 
county W«xford, Irpland, April 24, 1836. 
He was 16 years old when he came to 
Ameiica and at the age of 18 wa-s mar- 
ried in New York to Miss Elizabeth A. 
Glnn, a young woman of Scotch de- 
scent, one year his junior 
There were seven children, six of 


whom are Ivlnr 
They are Wm J. 
Murpny of Winsburg, Va,, Thomas Ed- 
wards, Overbrook, Pa; Robert Mur- 
phy, 
Lieutenant-Governor of Pennsyl-

BEGINS LIFE WORK. 


Thirty years ago Francis Murphy 


took up the work of temperance re- 
form. 
Personal experience convinced 


him that such a gospel as he later 
preached throughout the country was 
the most effective means of combating 
the liquor evil. 
He dt/\ eloped a latent 


of oratory 'that proved of incal- 


culable assistance in bringing about 
thousands of conversions to the cause 
of temperance. 


His first public address was In Port- 


and, 
Maine, In 1876. During his flrst 
seres of temperance meetings held In 


Liberty Hall in Pittsburg, late In th» ^ 
same year, over 60,000 persons signed v 
the plndge. 
Later Mr. Murphy was 


offered -the use of tho First Methodist 
Ohurch, where more successful meet- 
Ings were held and .vhere he enlisted 
the co-operation of many influential 
followers. 


TOURS THE WORLD. 


Similar meeting's were held in many 
large eastern cites before Mr. Murphy 
made scheduled tours of the United 
States ajid several tours of Europe, 
Accompanied by his son, Edward Mur- 
phy, he at one time made R tour of the 
world, everywhere meeting with signal 
success 
Apart from his house meet- 


ing's, where his hearers were often 
moved to the greatest emotion, Mr, 
Murphy carried his gospel into the sa- 
loons and the wretched homes of 
drunkards in many great cities of tho 
world. 


During the last six years Mr. Murphy 


resided in Los Angeles, keeping in. 
close touch with temperance 
worK, 
abroad and holding \\eekly meetings IB
